DETAILED ACTION 



The Board of Appeal's decision on 10/27/04 affirmed the 
rejection of claims 1, 5-6, 11-13 and reversed the rejection of 
claims 2, 7-10. The period for seeking court review of the 
decision has expired. Procecution of claims 1, 5-13 are thereby 
closed. 37 CFR 1..197 (c) . 

Claims 7-10 are incomplete because the claim on which they 
depend from will be cancelled by the examiner in accordance with 
MPEP §1214.06. Applicant is required to present claims 7-10 in 
independent form . 

Pursant to 37 CFR 1.198, procecution of claim 2 is re-open 
for consideration of 35 U.S.C 101 requirment as suggested by the 
Board of Appeal (see footnote on page 6 of the Board's 
Decision) . 



35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, 
manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title . 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claim 2 
is directed to a data structure per se . Claim 2 does not recite

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that the datastructure is tied to or embodied in a computer 
readable medium. The claim, therfore, is claiming "descriptive 
material" per se, which is a nonstatutory subject matter. 
Warmerdam, 33 F.3d at 1360, 31 USPQ2d at 1759.
